Flournoy, reminds all home¬ 
owners G2 years of age and 
over, that the October 15 
deadline for lili ng 1973 
property tax assi stance 
claims is rapidly approach¬ 
ing. 

More than 282,000 claims 
have heen received since the 
filing season began May 16 
Flournoy said. Senior citi¬ 
zens who have already filed 
claims for this year need not 
refile a.ivither claim. 

Approximately $59 million 
in assistance payments were 
made in 1972 on 292,000 
claims. The law provides for 
reimbursement of up to 95 
per cent of property taxes 
paid, depending upon the 
income of the individual.

Original Sier¬ 
ra Madre Woman’s Club 
House, located at 270 West 
Sierra Madre Boule v a r d, 
once known a.s Central Ave¬ 
nue, is the landmark of 
Which we mention. 

This week, if it has not al¬ 
ready happened, the club- 
liouse will fall viePtim to th<-. 
bulldozer’s bullying and the 
wrecking crew’s wrath until 
its demi-re is complete. Many 
a Sierra Madrean will watch 
this proceeding with sadne.ss 
as the ending of an era cor- 
tiniues. 

The old building will 
leave not only momories, bui 
a legacy wlilch continue.s to 
grow with the present day 
Woman’s Club, in.spired per¬ 
haps by the motto chcsei', 
for the Club by the ladies ot 
yesteryear. It was a worthy 
thought and one 1o which 
they h.ave adhered over 
the years: “To stim-ulate in- 
teliectual development, to 
promote lUnity and good fel¬ 
lowship and to .strengihen 
individual, philanth r o p i c 
and roh rmatory effort.s.’’ 

A groat deal of feminine 
dclormination, hard work, 
[ilanning and foresight went 
Into the building before the 
cornerstone was laid in the 
.northwe.st corni'r of t Ii e 
building, with its carefully 
chosen contents, on May 10, 
1909, an extremely warm 
Monday afternoon. Aft e r 
.some M years, on a rather 
chilly Friday morning, Octo¬ 
ber 12 :it 8:30 a.m, a gath¬ 
ering of 30 people watchei’ 
ns file cornersto n e w a .s 
brought fcrtli and placed 
on the front steps of the old 
clubhouse. 

Mayor James Abernethy 
liad the honor of a.ssistlng 
Club President, Mrs. Martha 
Van De Verg and Club His¬ 
torian, Mi.ss Clara Sykes, in 
the initial opening of the 


tin box enclosed w'thin the 
cornerstane. Miss Sykes, a 
long time member of the- 
.Sierra Madre Historical So¬ 
ciety also acted as their rep- 
lese.ntative in this momen¬ 
tous occasion. 

With Mayor .Abernethy’s 
aid, finishing the somewhat 
tough job of releasing the 
box from 'ts tomb were two 
members of the city crew, 
Richard Garcia, Public 
Works Saipervisor and Man¬ 
uel Ruelas, Sireet Foreman. 

Remarkably well pre¬ 
served, the contents of the 
cache placed in the corner¬ 
stone by then President, Mrs. 
Charles E. Bentham, are list¬ 
ed as follows: picture of the 
Clul) House as printed In the 
Los Angeles Time.s, May 2, 
1909 (This wo'Uld have ot'cn 
the architect’s rendering as 
the building was .not com¬ 
pleted luntil July of 1909); 
Articles cf Incorporation:

May 
Ist, 1909 (This would be the 
list of Charter memb e r 
numberi.ng 53); list of 
names of eighteen ladies 
who bought the club lol; 
booklet of Board of Trade, 
photograph of the corner of 
Baldwin and Central (Ed’s 
■note: Sierra Madre Blvd.l 
Avxmues, looking northeast: 
Program ot the club for May, 
1909; program of ceremonies 
at laying of the cornerstone. 
May 10, 1909; a copy of the 
Con.stitritian and By-Laws of 
the Sierra Madre Woman’s 
Club; a copy of the SIERRA

A helping hand wa.s of¬ 
fered by E. H. Hoffma.n, who 
matched the ladies dollar fo" 
every dollar earned at the 
lawn party tlie club held on 
his property. Later, Mr. Hoff¬ 
man introduced a friend 
from Los Angeles who cxnild 
affoid to, and did, finance 
• he building of the chib- 
house. 

Still very much a-'tive,, the 
Sierra Madre Woman’s Club 
has a new clubhou-se, lo¬ 
cated at .550 We.st Sierra Ma- 
dre Boailovard. And as in the 
past, they continue to be a 
very important part ot our 
community, even though 
part of their hlstorc' has be¬ 
come memory of an era.

The'i-' abuse can in¬ 
deed seriously affect tlie 
alrility to drive, but it is 
laregly agreed that the 
habits of the hard-drug ad¬ 
dict greatly les.'-en his po 
tontial as a d-angorous driver. 
There are indicat'ons that 
This type of addict, while ho 
drives more mile.s each year 
in his un-end'ing search for 
drugs tlian the average driv¬ 
er, i.s also aware of the great 
risk of being stopped by 
.liclice and '’onsequ e n 11 y 
lakes great care to observe 
traffic regulations in his 
quest for drugs. 

The pressing need is foi 
more knowledge. Laboratory 
studii'i in ♦^hl.s field are 
being carried out by a num¬ 
ber of re.s<=arch groups.

Tranquilizers are prob 
ably tlie mo.st widoly-’U.sed 
of the “innocent” drugs t'• 
day. When taken together 
with alcohol, thov can be 
lethal. 

As whli other rriind-alter- 
ing drugs, the "Physicituis’ 
Desk Reference” yvaims that 
patients using tramiuilizei-.a 
should he cautioned againai 
driving. 

Barbiturates are the f.umi- 
liar .sletping pills of our cul¬ 
ture, and there are doze,ns 
of varieties with .slightly 
differing charaeteri.stics or 
sale t< day. They are de.Tes- 
sants and normally taken 
only at bedtime, thu.s iri 
most cases removing tl’.e 
user from the highway-men-
